Jonathan Edwards’ Resolutions 

Jonathan Edwards (1703-1758), colonial minister, 
missionary to the Indians, President of Princeton 
University, and leader of the revival known as The Great 
Awakening, was not only a powerful preacher, but is 
widely regarded by many Christians as the greatest 
theological ee that the North American continent has ever produced. 
During his life, Edwards regularly committed to writing a series of 
resolutions. Here is a brief sampling, for our reflection: 


“Resolution One: | will live for God. Resolution Two: If no one 
else does, I still will.” 

“Resolved, never to lose one moment of time; but improve it the 
most profitable way I possibly can.” 

“Resolved, never to do anything, which I should be afraid to do, if it 
were the last hour of my life. “ 

“Resolved, if I take delight in it as a gratification of pride, or vanity, 
or on any such account, immediately to throw it by.” 

“Resolved, never to do any thing out of revenge.” 

“Resolved, never to speak evil of anyone, so that it shall tend to his 
dishonour, more or less, upon no account except for some real 
good.” 

“Resolved, that I will live so, as I shall wish I had done when I come 
to die.” 

“Resolved, to act, in all respects, both speaking and doing, as if 
nobody had been so vile as I, and as if I had committed the same 
sins, or had the same infirmities or failings as others; and that I will 
let the knowledge of their failings promote nothing but shame in 
myself, and prove only an occasion of my confessing my own sins 
and misery to God. 

“Resolved, to study the Scriptures so steadily, constantly and 
frequently, as that I may find, and plainly perceive myself to grow in 
the knowledge of the same.” 

“Resolved, to strive to my utmost every week to be brought higher 
in religion, and to a higher exercise of grace, than I was the week 
before.” 

“Resolved, never to give over, nor in the least to slacken, my fight 
with my corruptions, however unsuccessful I may be.” 

“Resolved, if ever I shall fall and grow dull, so as to neglect to keep 
any part of these Resolutions, to repent of all I can remember, when 
I come to myself again.”
